Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
contacted Applicant to discuss Weiss which concerns saving gaming data of a series of gaming sessions. Applicant 
acknowledged the concern and agreed to explore Weiss and get back to the Examiner. In the intervening time, 
Examiner's search also revealed Giobbi as potential prio art reference concerning saving game play over multiple 
sessions. Examiner left word for Applicant that Weiss no longer appears to be prior art and that Giobbi is the focus 
and to expect a new Non-Final Office Action. Applicant returned a voice message acknowledging Examiner's next 
steps. .
